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Continuation of 1 3. Other: Examiner has noted applicant's position and arguments, in particular the use of In re Arkley as viable case 
law. In re Arkley referred that to establish anticipation, it is required that the compound be individually disclosed in the prior art or disclosed 
as a member of recognizable class of compounds with common properties. It is also well settled that if a reference does not disclose a 
specific embodiment which satisfies all of the claim limitations, the reference will nonetheless describe the claimed invention within the 
meaning of § 1 02 rejection if it "clearly and unequivocally . . . [directs] those skilled in the art to [the claimed invention] without any need 
for picking, choosing, and combining various disclosures not directly related to each other by the teachings of the cited 
reference." [In re Arkley., 455 F.2d 586 (CCPA 1972), In re Rushig, 343 F.2d 965 (CCPA 1965)]. 

Furthermore Applicant is contending that In re Arkley is applicable in this situation because it is analogous which is an incorrect 
assertation. In re Arkley pertained to manufacturing a biopharmaceutical compound which has different principles of science governing its 
notion of fabrication. 

Therefore it is the examiner's position that the rejection which consisted of using the Murthy 787 reference in particular the use of the 
embodiments disclosed by the inventor and disclaimed essentially in paragraph section "18" that nothing precluded one embodiment from 
the other in limited scope but were mere illustrations of various techniques utilized in fabricating various Si and Ge films (exlcusive and 
inclusive) without even the various embodiments explicitly precluding one from not being used with the other embodiments and taught in 
one whole single reference that Murthy 787 satisfied the 102 requirements for a rejection and it is the examiner's position that the rejection 
was applied properly and clearly anticipates applicant's claimed invention. 
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
